CURRENT SITUATION: Initial attack activity increased in California. Two
Type 11 helicopters were mobilized through NICC; one to northern
California and one to southern California. Large fire activity continued
in the Rocky Mountain Area necessitating the mobilization of a Type 11
Incident Management Team.

ROCKY MOUNTAIN AREA LARGE FIRES:

LOOKOUT POINT, Wind Cave NP. A Type Il Incident Management Team (Summerfelt) is
assigned. The fire continued to burn actively on the northern flanks yesterday.
Favorable weather has aided suppression efforts. Limited demobilization is
occurring.
